Glasgow, Nov. 2#.—The m ost terrible 
fire th a t has occurred in G reat B ritain 
In m any years broke out here Sunday 
in a cheap lodging house for men 
In 
W atson street and resulted in the loss 
of thtrty -n in e lives and the severe In­ 
ju ry of m any others. 
The flam es w ere first noticed a t 6 
o’clock in the m orning on the fourth 
floor, which w as occupied by 350 men. 
The alarm was raised and the firem en 
responded quickly, b u t the flam es and 
sm oke were then Issuing from m ost of 
the windows on the fo u rth floor. 
An 
extraordinary scene w as created by a 
procession of alm ost naked m en ru sh ­ 
ing out of the entrance* to the build­ 
ing, and against th eir frantic efforts 
to escape the firem en had actually to 
fig h t for adm ission. 
Rear bing the upper floors the fire­ 
men found th a t the narrow passages 
w ere becom ing 
congested 
w ith men 
who had dropped to the floors overcom e 
j by smoke. 
The fire, how ever, w as con­ 
fined to the fourth floor, and as soon 
Bs the firem en w ere able to get to 
w ork it was speedily extinguished. Th • 
flarm-s had been fed by the wooden 
partitions which threw off volum es of 
Ism ok*. resulting In the suffocation Of 
I the inm ates. M any on boards brought 
: to the street rallied in a few m inutes 
B ut others had to be ta k f*n to the hos- 
| pitals. 
The dead w ere m ostly w ork- 
I men In the prim e of life. 
They pre- 
sented a horrible spectacle, their b lack ­ 
ened faces bearing evidence of terrible 
struggles to escape. 
M any men w ere sleeping on th e a ttle 
floor above the burning fourth floor 
and these had n arrow escapee. 
The 
flam es burst through the floor, and it 
; w as Im possible fo r the m en to descend 


I The window s w ere securely fastened 
and the men had to break them so th at 
they could clim b through to the neigh- 
I boring roofs.

By IO o’clock a search of the b uild­ 
ing w as m ade and a com plete list of 
I the victim s obtained, w'hlch 
allow if 
th irty -n in e dead and th irty -tw o in ju r­ 
ed. 
It ap p ears to be the custom of these 
lodgers to sleep In a nude condition, 
and the m arch of the survivors to the 
police station 
w as 
a fan tastic one. 
Borne bad snatched the rovers of the 
beds and others th eir trousers, while 
m any w ore nothing. 
The local a u th o r­ 
ities had to be called on to supply the 
men w'ith clothing and w arm m eals 
Owing to their m ig rato ry habits and 
the absence of perm anent homes, m any 
of the »iead will never be Identifed. The 
Identification of others Is rendered d if­ 
ficult by th e absence of clothing.

The “Custer massacre" overshadow­ 
ed all the other Indian fights which 
took place in that red month of June 
iii the year 1876, and thus it is that 
but little Is known outside the circles 
of the arm y about the gallant fight 
j which the unfortunate Reno and his 
men 
put 
up 
that 
day 
against 
the 
swarming hordes of savages. 


A fter it 
was known 
that 
Caster

killed 
there was critic!sat of M ajor H ero for 
not pushing forward to Custer's as­ 
sistance. 
The m ajor had been given 
orders to take anothi r trail, and when 
he felt the shaft of criticism he de­ 
manded that a coart of inquiry bo 
convened to pass upon his conduct. 
The court met, heard the evidence j 
and found him blameless. 


Irater in his army life Reno, a man 
of tried courage, committed indiscre­ 
tions which resulted in a court-mar­ 
tial and a sentence of dismissal from 
the army in which he had served in 
peace and la war for years.

troopers into the jaws of death, turn­

Surprising Amount of Foul Seed Dis­ 
tributed in Texas. 


Among the new lines of work 
being undertaken by the experi­ 
ment station that of seed testing is 
very 
promising

“ The work which Dr. Bail has 
done,” he says, ‘‘in the testing of 
seeds for their purity and germi­ 
nation is opening up a vast field 
for a new 
line of experimental 
work. 
He hae investigated the 
purity and germination of alfalfa 
quite extensively and the seed of 
some of the other staple farm 
crops. 
The results obtained are 
surprising because of the extent to 
w hich the samples show that foul 
seeds are 
b ein g introduced and 
spread over the*state. 
Not o n ly is 
there a great deal of the seed con­ 
taining weed seeds, but also has a 
surprising amount of refuse. 
Dr. 
Ball is making extensive prepara­ 
tion to co-operate with the farmers 
of the State in testing their seed. 
Seed will be tested for its purity 
and germination free for anyone 
sending in a sample of about one- 
quarter pound, giving the name of 
the firm from which it was pur­ 
chased. 
It is a very’ small matter

The Agricultural Department of 
the A. and M. College is very busy 
making preparations for the short 
course 
in 
general 
agriculture, 
wnich is to be held the coming 
winter from Jan. 4th to Feb. 28th. 
The course is shortened to eight 
weeks, so that any young man de­ 
siring to take it may do so at a 
time when other work is not pres- 
ssing on thA farm or ranch. 
The 
course is intensely practical and 
does not require much education 
on the part of those taking it to 
secure full benefit of the course. 
The subject of live stock judging 
will be made a feature of the work. 
The feeding of farm animals is 
also a line taken up by the depart­ 
ment of animal husbandry. 
In 
horticulture the subjects of fruit 
growing and vegetable growing are 
treated in a very practical way. 
Most of the instruction is done out­ 
side, 
where the actual work is 
going 
on. 
In 
agriculture 
the 
equipment of the farm and the 
growing of the several farm crops 
are extensively treated. 
A new 
feature of the work 
will he the 
testing of seeds for purity and ger­ 
mination. 
This will be taught in 
a very practical way, so that the 
students, when they go back to 
the farm may test the seeds which 
they buy in a very thorough and 
simple manner. 
In addition to 
the course being short, it has the 
additional merit of being very in­ 
expensive.

Brittany aud in Calvados. 
No wonder that Panton, Camille Des­ 
moulins aud Robespierre went to see 
this extraordinary aud most resolute 
young woman, whose motive had drug­ 
ged lier conscience and who neither 
denied her act nor sought to escape its 
consequences. 
She was beheaded at 
7:30 in the July summer evening 
Calm eyed and composed, she went to 
death, but she turned pale for a mo­ 
ment when first she caught sight of the 
guillotine.

j the projectile* used in m odern rifled 
I cannon. 
T he point of this device is 
th at the bottle can only stand upside 
I down, and this in itself, the inventor 
believes, is sufficient w arning of its 
dangerous contents. 
A nother bottle has two necks In­ 
stead of one, both of which are so 
constructed

w ithout 
rem oving 
one cork an d loosening the o th er the 
contents of the bottle cannot be pour­ 
ed out.

To Preserve Cut Flowers. 
To keep a S|ir»> of flowers, a* a 
boutonniere, a breast l oot or a cor­ 
sage bouquet, fold a towel four double 
and wet it through with cold water. 
On this place the flowers and cover 
with a washbowl or som ething sim ­ 
ilar. 
Or. put waxed paper under the 
towel to save the drip from spoiling 
things with another picot* or two over 
tho flowers and tucked in under the 
bottom piece to m ake airtight. 
Over 
all place a new spaper. 
A Japanned tin box. such as botan­ 
ists use for collecting, is tie* best sort 
of container for keeping such flowers 
fresh. 
Lined with waxed paper and 
the flower* made moist by w ater from 
an atomizer, and waxed palier a* an 
Inside cover, the flowers will come 
out as good as new. 
N ever put new spaper or other ab­ 
sorbent m aterial next to flowers u n ­ 
less it is first made dripping wet as, 
if dry, if will absorb the moisture of 
the flower*. 
T he purpose in all this way of keep­ 
ing flowers is to cause the stem - to 
take up food and 
drink, to 
rem ove 
w hatever may cause spread of decay, 
to give fresh absorbing surface and 
to prev en t or, at least, I v.-eu evapo 
rat ion.

How to V entilate. 
W ith th > advent of the cold w eath­ 
er the doors and windows are closed, 
largely shutting out the purifying In­ 
fluences of the fresh air which has so 
freely circulated through the house 
during the w arm er season. 
The rude habitations of our pioneer 
ancestors, with their capacious open 
fireplaces, were superior to our mod­ 
ern palatial dwellings in th at there 
was alw ays possible an abundant sup­ 
ply of fresh air. 
Houses of the pres­ 
en t day In our civilized land are m a d e 
as nearly 
air-tight 
as architectural 
skill can secure, nnd unless provided 
with 
some 
system atic 
mechanical 
m eans of ventilating, the indoor air is 
constantly contam inated with breath 
poisons and oilier impurities resulting 
from the heating and 
lighting 
and 
cooking within the house, so as to 
be a constant m e n a c e to the health of 
tho Inmates. 
Probably the hest m eans of provid­ 
ing the needed supply of fresh air. is 
the open fire with a wlde-niouth chim ­ 
ney to aet as ventilator. 
Tin1 open 
grate is likewise the most healthful 
m eans of heating a house; although 
so far as fuel aion** is concerned, it Is 
not tne most economical. W eighed In 
the balance with the saving in health, 
how ever, it may be considered a m at­ 
ter of economy. 
If o th er m eans of heating be em ­ 
ployed, good ventilation can lie se­ 
cured only by some special arran g e­ 
m ent for the incoming of fresh air 
and the outgoing of foul air. 
How 
this may' be well accomplished Is best 
told In the word* of a well known au­ 
thority on the su b je c t: 
“The foul air 
outlet should he constructed on the 
plan of the fireplace -an opening n ear 
the floor connected with the chim ney 
or an upright ventilating shaft, the 
top of which should extend above the 
roof like * chimney, 
The ventilating 
shaft should alw ays be located In an 
Inside wall, and, lf possible, should 
he placed next to a chim ney which Is 
alw ays w arm . 
T he chim ney h eats 
the duct and incit uses tho draft. 
“The opening for the outlet of im ­ 
pure air should he at t lit* bottom of 
the room when the h o u s e is heated 
by a furnace or by other m eans wrhleh 
w arm s the fresh a ir before it is ad­ 
m itted to the rooms. 
If t h e 'fresh air 
is adm itted cold, the foul-afr outlet 
should be a t a higher level. 
T he best 
point Is perhaps at about four feet 
from the floor. 
This will secure a 
thorough adm ixture of the air. 
lf the 
outlet is a t the floor, the cold fresh 
air adm itted to the room will pass 
out before It. has been w arm ed and 
used, while the hot foul air will ac­ 
cum ulate in the upper part of the 
room, and thus the c h a n g e of air will 
be imperfect. 
“ Two openings must be provided to 
secure proper vt adiation. one for the 
entran ce of fresh ii I r, the otn er for 
the exit of foul air. 
It I* in every 
way b e tte r that the 
air should be 
heated, at least 
partially, before It 
enters the room, as this will to a 
large I’e g r ee prevent the formation of 
a cold layer nhout the floor.” 


“ T here are too m any E saus who 
sell th eir birthright of health jot a 
m ess of pottage, and it is difficult to 
realize how much of the .suffering and 
ill hum or of life is due to not having 
learned to do without in the m a tte r of 
eating and drinking.” 


T e m p e r Powders. 
Sir loamier Brunton, a famous E n g ­ 
lish physician and surgeon. Is quoted 
by a special London cable to the New 
York 
Herald 
as 
recom m ending 
a 
“tem per powder,’’ consisting of bro- ' 
nude of 
potash 
arui 
oth er 
drugs, I 
which should be taken w henever one j 
is subjected to “some irritating occur- j 
fence,” or “ some depressing new s,” | 
"to take aw ay the sting of either, so ! 
that in the place of being m uch war- I 
ried and unable to turn attention to | 
other things, a person feels as if he j 
had slept over the bad news or worry, 
and is able to obtain relief by tu rn ­ 
ing his attention to som ething else.” 
According to this dispatch, Sir T au- 
der Brunton recom m ends tho 
“ tem ­ 
per pow ders” as a m eans of prevent­ 
ing “ those constant explosions of tem ­ 
per on the part of a m em ber of the 
family,” which “may affect the health 
of the oth er m em bers, who have their 
appetites spoiled, their digestion Im­ 
paired. 
their 
nerves 
shattered, and 
their pleasures in life destroyed by 
the m ental suffering induced by the 
irritable tem per of another. 
For 
these patients the hest trea tm e n t is to 
adm inister ‘tem per pow ders’ to the 
offending person, w hen the distress­ 
ing sym ptom s of the eth e r m em bers 
of the family will ho relieved.” 
This is. indeed, an easy w ay out of 
trouble; but it is a dangerous expe­ 
dient.1 and in the end will only m ake 
worse trouble, for the effects of bro­ 
mide of potash and o th er stupefying 
drugs are to leave tin* subject in a 
state of Increased irritation w hen the 
effects have worn off. 
In o rd er to 
euro had tem per, then, by this plan, 
the only effective method would be to 
keep the patient under the constant 
influence of the brom ide of potash, or 
opium, or some other nerve-depress­ 
ing drug. 
Bad tem per, In a great propoition 
of cases, has for its foundation, In­ 
digestion, 
nervous 
exhaustion, 
or 
some other physical ill, which m ay be 
relieved by the removal of causes and 
the adoption of 
suitable physiologic 
m easures. 
In certain cases, moral 
rem edies are necessary, as well as 
physical.

M asts an d R l g g t a t . 
Each of the three masts of nil but 
very small vessels consists of a num­ 
ber of sticks one above another. 
The 
“heel” of the topmast comes a little 
below the “head" of the lower mast 
and Is secured by a “cap,” a sort of 
Iron band, and a bar, called a “fid." 
Above the topmast comes the topgal­ 
lant mast and above that the royal 
mast. 
The running rigging consists of ropes 
used in handling the yards and sails, 
and every rope has a distinguishing 
name. 
Halyards are ropes used to 
hoist yards and sails. Braces are ropes 
used to swing the yards around by. 
To the beginner the names of ropes 
are apt. to be very confusing. Old salts 
are fond of spinning a yarn about a 
lad who wanted to go to sea until he 
heard that the fore topgallant studding 
sail boom tricing lining thimble block 
mousing was the name of about the 
smallest bit of rope on board ship, 
when he at once concluded that, such 
being the case, he could never expect 
to master the name of the largest rope 
and consequently decided to become a 
farmer.

CH ARCO AL. 


T h e W a y T h a t U se d In M a k in g G u n ­ 
p o w d e r I* P r o d u c e d . 
Charcoal making for gunpowder is a 
much more complicated process than 
the ordinary field kiln manufacture. 
Only certain kinds of wood are used— 
usually the young shoots of elder and 
willow—and it is cut in the spring, so 
that the bark may be stripped off. It is 
then piled under airy, open sheds and 
allowed to remain several years until 
it is thoroughly dried. When the pow­ 
der maker is ready for a new supply of 
charcoal the wood is cut into lengths 
of three feet and placed in tight iron 
retorts, under aud around which a fire 
roars continually. The dampers and 
pipes are so arranged that the work 
men have complete control of the heat. 
At the end of the retort a hole is left 
for the escape of the inflammable gas 
es resulting from the charring process. 
A pipe catches them as they leave the 
retort and conveys them into the fur­ 
nace, where they take the place of a 
good deal of fuel. When the flames of 
the gas become a deep blue color the 
workmen know that the wood is suffi­ 
ciently charred, and the retort is cooled 
down as quickly as possible. The char­ 
coal is then left for a week or more be­ 
fore grinding, because if placed in the 
machine at once there is danger of 
spontaneous 
combustion. 
The 
best 
charcoal is jet black and fractures 
show velvety surfaces. 


A M y s te r y A b o u t B lood. 
There is something very mysterious 
about the color of human blood, or, 
rather, as to what causes its red color. 
The physiologists say that “the color 
of blood is due to the red corpuscles 
which are contained in the vein fluids,” 
but this does not nearly explain the 
mystery. An aggregation of blood cor­ 
puscles is red, to be sure, but in small 
numbers they are yellow, while one or 
two examined separately are found to 
be of a very light straw color. Why 
a large aggregation of these tiny disks 
should convey the impression of red to 
our senses, while a few show a yellow 
aud a single specimen of light straw 
color, is something we would like to 
see explained.—St. Louis Republic.

Alzey, R hein-H essen, G erm any, in 1827 
and rocelved his early education In the 
schools of 
M ayence 
and D arm stadt 
H is p aren ts selected the law as his pro­ 
fession, and w ith this in view he took 
degree.^ a t both Ole sen and the U n iv er­ 
sity of H eidelberg. 
About the tim e he 
attain ed his m ajo rity he essayed 
,i 
p a rt 
in 
the 
G erm an 
revolutionary 
m easures of 1848-49. and w as forced 
tr leave G erm any hurriedly. 
H e fled 
to A m erica, and cam e d irectly to St 
Louis, having 
steadily 
resided here 
since. 
In 1860 he took the ro stru m for 
Lincoln, and in 1862 w as elected to 
th* M issouri legislature as an em anci­ 
pationist. 
In 1864 he took editorial ch arg e of 
th* W estllehe Post, and soon a fte r­ 
w ard C arl Schurz, w ho also fled from 
G erm any, becam e associated w ith him 
09 the paper. 
Mr. P reeto riu s steadily 
advanced until his death he had be ti 
editor in chief and proprietor for m any 
years, and w as 
prom inently 
known 
throughout 
the 
country. 
H e left a 
widow, a d au g h ter and a son.
